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To  the  Hay  or  ? aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Llanidloes,* 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  borough  for  1971. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  estimated  mid  year  population  w as  2280  compared  with  2330  the 
previous  year.  There  were  25  live  births  which  gives  a birth  rate  of 
11.0  per  1,000  population,  the  national  rate  being  16.0.  The  rate  in 
1970  was  10.7, 

There  were  5 illegitimate  births  - a percentage  of  20 jo  of  total 
live  births,  the  national  rate  being  8 fo. 

There  were  no  still  births. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  infants  in  their  first  year  of  life. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  60  which  gives  a rate  of  26.3  compared 
with  a national  rate  of  11.6  per  1,000  population.  The  rate  in  1970  was 
19.3  per  1,000.  This  death  rate  is  high  but  attention  must  again  be  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  of  these  deaths  15  occurred  in  the  Minhafren  geriatric  unit, 
many  of  whom  were  not  originally  inhabitants  of  the  town.  31  deaths  occurred 
after  the  age  of  75  3rcars,  Cerebrovascular  disease  accounted  for  15  deaths 
and  heart  disease  for  14  deaths.  7 deaths  were  duo  to  cancer  - not  one  being 
lung  cancer.  4 deaths  were  due  to  accidents. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947.  SECTION  47. 
No  action  was  taken. 


HOUSING. 

In  the  private  building  sector  4 houses  were  started  and  during  the 
year  5 were  completed. 

At  Aberynant  8 flats  especially  for  the  elderly  were  completed  - this 
makes  a total  of  12  warden  supervised  dwellings  in  this  area. 

The  land  at  Brook  St.,  which  the  Council  desire  to  use  as  building 
land  was  not  yet  required  at  the  end  of  tho  year  - due  to  a disputed  right 
of  way  - it  is  hoped  to  build  9 two  bedroomed  and  9 one  bedroomed  flats  in 
this  area. 


At  the  Spring  Hill  site  the  Architects  were  asked  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  7 five  person  maisonettes  and  10  two  person  flats. 


SB- AGE  DISPOSAL. 


It  is  hoped  that  1972  will  see  the  actual  immplemcntation  of  a scheme 
which  has  taken  many  years  to  materialise. 

An  enquiry  into  the  need  for  a new  sewage  disposal  works  was  held  by 
an  inspector  from  the  'Welsh  Office  in  November,  1966. 

In  my  report  for  1952  I made  the  statement  that  "a  scheme  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  for*  improvements  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works".  I think  this  applied  to  the  present  sewage  farm. 
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However  in  1964  it  is  stated  in  my  report  that  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Council  to  construct  a modern  sewerage  disposal  works  and  that  the 
Surveyor  had  taken  numerous  samples  of  trade  effluent  etc.  to  assist  the 
Consultant  Engineers  in  designing  the  new  works. 

Much  of  the  delay  was  unavoidable  and  was  in  the  main  concerned  with 
trade  effluents. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  works  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 
In  the  meantime,  consent  had  been  obtained  from  the  River  Authority  to 
discharge  the  effluent  from  the  new  works  into  the  River  Severn  and  the  final 
scheme  has  been  prepared. 

Routine  maintenance  of  the  severs  and  the  sewage  farm  has  been  carried 
out  and  the  divertor  planers  at  the  Longbridge  was  replaced  with  two 
V'alwin  submersible  pumps. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  new  refuse  lorry  was  delivered  in  February,  1971  and  tipping  continues 
at  the  tip  at  Cwmbelan. 

In  regard  to  the  proposed  County  sohemsfor  refuse  disposal  a warking 
party  was  set  up  and  a site  at  Goetre  Brickworks,  Abermule  was  chosen  as 
a central  site  for  a pulverisation  plant.

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SALMCITELLQIIS 


The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  notifies 
me  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district.  Unless  care  is  taken  in 
handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  there  is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and  his  family  and  from  drinking 
contaminated  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  or  contacted  by  telephone  and  advice  is  given 
about  the  care  needed  to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  Where 
the  farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  it  is  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  ra w milk  is  sold  from  the  farm. 


DEFT  QUIT  U.D. 

One  outbreak  was  notified  on  a farm  within  the  urban  district.  The 
farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  but  no  raw  milk  is  sold,  it  all  goes 
for  pasteurisation. 


MACHYNLLETH  R.D. 


Three  outbreaks  were  notified,  two  on  one  farm  where  there  is  no 
milk  dealer's  licence  and  the  third  on  a farm  with  a licence. 


HEUTOM  R.D. 


Pour  outbreaks  notified,  two  with  no  milk  dealer’s  licence  and  two 
with  such  a licence  - all  the  milk  is  pasteurised. 


BRUCELLOSIS. 


Although  this  is  not  a notifiable  disease  I became  aware  of  three  cases 
occur ing  in  males  ages  37>  39  and  48  years.  Two  of  these  men  were  farmers, 
but  the  third  had  only  a remote  connection  with  farms  and  gave  no  history  of 
drinking  raw  milk.

2.  A male  of  18  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

3.  A female  of  29  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

4.  A boy  of  2 with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

5.  A man  of  48  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

6.  A man  of  68  notified  at  post-mortem  having  died  from  another  condition. 

One  of  these  cases  was  a school  teacher  and  as  a result  the  whole  school, 
children,  teachers,  canteen  staff  and  cleaners  were  investigated  - Mantoux 
tests  being  carried  out  on  the  children  and  the  adult  staff  were  referred  to 
the  clinic  as  contacts  and  X rayed.  Of  the  51  children  who  were  tested  one 
gave  a positive  reaction  and  was  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician  for  further 
investigation. 

The  contacts  of  all  the  other  cases  were  interviewed  and  attended  the 
clinic, 

4 names  were  removed  from  the  register s- 

1.  A young  man  who  was  17  in  1958  when  notified  with  tubercular  condition 
of  the  knee  - he  has  left  the  district. 


2.  A man  who  was  45  in  1951  when  notified  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  - 
death  from  other  causes.

4.  A woman  age  71  in  1962  - death  from  other  causes.

(a)  The  supplies  of  the  districts  concerned  have  been  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year  in  both  quantity  and  quality.  A summary  of  the  results  of  tests 
is  given  in  Appendix  ’A’ . 

(b)  In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample  result  being 
obtained,  a check  is  made  to  ensure  that  an  adequate  chlorine  residual 
is  being  maintained  and  a further  sample  is  taken  as  soon  as  possible. 

(c)  The  number  of  duelling  houses  connected  to  the  mains  during  the  year  is 
given  in  Appendix  1 B’ . 

(d)  The  fluoride  content  of  the  supplies  is  less  than  0.01  p.p.m.

VACCIHATI.01T  AGAIHST  SMALLPOX. 


The  joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  has  reviewed  the 
indications  for  offering  vaccination  against  Smallpox  in  Great  Britain 
at  the  present  time  and  during  1971  the  following  advice  was  given  by  this 
Committee c~ 

1.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  not  now  be  recommended  as  a 
routine  procedure  in  early  childhood. 

2.  All  travellers  to  and  from  areas  of  the  world  where  Smallpox  is 
endemic  or  countries  where  eradication  programmes  are  in  progress 
should  bo  protected  by  recent  vaccination. 

3.  Health  Service  Staff  who  came  into  contact  with  patients  should  be 
offered  vaccination  and  regular  re- vaccination.
